was favorably reported. 
Morgan spoke in favor of the bill to 
incorporate the M aritime Canal com­ 
pany of Nicaragua, after which the 
bill granting pensions to e x - s o ld ie r B 
and sailors who are incapacitated 
lrom the performance of manual labor 
and providing for pensions to depend 
en t relatives of deceased soldiers and 
sailors, was discussed, 
Manderson 
making the maiu speech in favor of 
it. No vote was taken and the Sen­ 
ate adjourned.

W a s h in g t o n , February 2 4 .—In the 
th e House the Senate bill to carry in­ 
to effect the resolution of th e Inter­ 
national Convention of the 14th of 
M arch, 1884, for protection of the sub­ 
m arine cables, was passed. 
A bill to establish a U nited States 
land court to adjudicate private land 
claims in Arizona, New Mexico and 
Colorado, wa^ 
favorably 
reported 
from the Comm itte on Land Claims. 
The Senate bill to grant pensions 
for deafness was reported favorably 
and placed on tlio calendar. 


E X -P R IS O N E R S 1 PE N S IO N S . 
The House Committee on Invalid 
Pensions has decided to report favor­ 
ably the Ex-Prisoners of W ar Pension 
Bill. 
It grants a tension to all who 
were confined thirty days or more in 
Confederate prisons, and gives them 
$2 per day outright for each day more 
than thirty th at they were so im­ 
prisoned. 
Favorable reports will also 
be made on the bill increasing the pen­ 
sion for total disabilities to $30 a 
month. 
A resolution authorizing the inves­ 
tigation of the sugar trusts in New 
York was to-day reported, with a 
recom mendation th a t it lie on the 
table. 
Springer reported adversely from 
th e Committee on 
Territories the 
bill for the admission of North and 
South Dakota as separate States, and 
Baker, of New York, presented m in­ 
o rity reports on the same m easure. 


SA N D I E U O ’S I f A R B O R . 


O fficial S u rv o r -S u ffeitlo m for 
Im provem ent. 


W a s h i n g t o n , 
February 24.—The 
Secretary of W ar today transm itted 
th e report of the survey of the en­ 
trance and outer harbor of San Diego, 
Cal. The only changes noted by the 
chief engineer in his report are : At 
th e upper end ballast point the depth 
of twenty-one feet on the outer bar 
has been m aintained. 
Passing the 
ballast point two good ship canals 
formerly existed. The easterly chan­ 
nel only shows a change, considerable 
shoaling having taken place. This is 
the only change found by the survey 
th a t affects navigation. 
The engineer 
recom mends the widening of the 
channel to not less than 500 feet. 
He 
also recommends tho construction of 
a dredger for work on tho harbors 
along the southern coast of California. 
The construction of a jetty on Uninga 
shoals is advisable. The cost of the 
C 
is estim ated at nearly $400,000. 
engineer calls attention to the 
necessity for im mediate action, owing 
to the large increase in commorce.

C h i c a g o , February 24.—It is prob­ 
able th a t to-morrow the Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy system will 
be tied from c ne end to the other.

sort 
to 
enforce 
their dem ands 
upon the company, and confidently 
expect to tie up the road completely 
and win the strike. 
For three weeks 
past a committee of Burlington engin­ 
eers and firemen has been negotiating 
through Chief A rthur and M aster 
Sargent with the Burlington officials 
to bring about arrangem ents sim ilar 
to the other roads. 
Mr. Sargent said to-night to an 
Associated Press representative: “ We 
have consented to the strike and we 
have instructed our men accordingly, 
and at a given hour every engineer 
and fireman employed on the entire 
system of the Chicago, Burlington 
and Qtuncy will quit work and go to 
their hom es.’'

Investigation by the House 
Committee. 


A LE TTE R FROM HUNTINGTON. 


L ittle r S peaks A bout th e U nion 


P acific—Its P resen t F in a n ­ 
cial S tau d in g .

W a s h i n g t o n , 
February 24.—The 
Committee on Pacific Railways re­ 
ceived a letter from C. P. Huntington 
this morning, giving a statem ent as to 
what the Central Pacific Railroad has 
done towards 
paying its debt at 
maturity. 
Ho tells how the directors 
of the company in 1878 resolved to 
create a sinking fund to m eet the 
debt. It is now apparent, he says, 
that money could not be made to earn 
8 per 
cent., 
as 
was anticipated. 
Nevertheless, considerable of a fund 
would have been accumulated by 
1897—more than half the entire debt 
would be paid, and the whole would 
have been settled in th e early part of 
the tw entieth century, after which the 
whole net earnings would have gone 
to the stockholders. “ So that whether 
my assertion was right or not would 
have made but little difference.” 
Contiuuing.he says that the passage 
of 
TH E THURMAN ACT 
Followed, and this of course put an 
end to the com pany’s own voluntary 
efforts, “ as we could not pay money 
into tho U nited States Treasury and 
also invest it elsewhere. 
W hen it be­ 
came d ea r th a t other competing roads 
to the Pacific, inore liberally aided 
than the first road, would soon be 
completed, it was evident that both 
the first mortgage and subordinate 
liens must be postponed for a very 
long time. 
For reasons which were 
no doubt satisfactory, the Govern­ 
ment im paired the earning capacity 
of the road and thereby its security 
for the debt.” 


T H E U N IO N P A C IF IC . 
Littler, a member of tho Pacific 
Railway Commission, took the witness 
stand in the case of the Union Pacific. 
He called attention to the fact that 
the bonded portion of the road did not 
embrace tho term inal facilities and 
property at Omaha, Kansas City and 
Denver, which was worth a million 
dollars. The promoters of the scheme 
m ust have foreseen that it would 
be unable to pay the Government 
lien and had concluded that the valu­ 
able term inal property should not be 
covered by the lien. 
The Govern­ 
m ent would not have m uch trouble in 
dealing with tho Union Pacific. The 
country through which it and the 
branch 
lines 
run 
was 
wonder­ 
fully fertile and capable 
of 
sus­ 
taining a great system 
of roads. 
The entire country from Omaha to 
the base of the Rocky M ountains 
would produce very large traffic and 
enable the company under economical 
management to Day its debts. 
From 
Cheyenne to óguen the 
road ran 
through 
A GOD-FORSAKEN COUNTRY 
W hich promised 
nothing to the 
future, and th e Union Pacific would 
have to depend for its resources upon 
its line between the Missouri river 
and the Rocky 
M ountains. 
Tho 
majority had reported that the Union 
Pacific was solvent, and with fair ex ­ 
tension of lines would be able to pay 
its debt Some of its branch lines 
were worthless and had been acquired 
under circumstances which reflected 
discredit upon the integrity or judg­ 
ment of the persons managing the 
road at the time. 
The U tah Northern 
and the Oregon Short Line were val­ 
uable acquisitions and with the de­ 
velopment of the country would add 
largely to th e revenues of the Union 
Pacific Company. 


TO ESTIMATE TH E VALUE 
Of the Union Pacific railroad an in 
spection w*s made by the Engineer of 
the Commission, who after personal 
inspection 
of 
every 
mile 
of 
the road, and after making an inven­ 
tory of every tie and fish plate and 
every item which entered into the 
construction and operation of the road 
had given it as his opinion that the 
Union 
Pacific system was 
worth 
$150,000,000 and it would cost that 
sum of money to reproduce it. The 
bond aided portion of the system was 
encumbered to the extent of $81,000­ 
000; $33,000,000 prior to the Govern­ 
ment lien and the balance subsequent 
to it. In the light of the facts elicited 
by the Engineer, the Commission had 
unanimously reached a conclusion 
that notwithstanding the great value 
of the property and the enormous 
annual income which it received, the 
Company could not pay its debt to 
the Government in 1895, 1896 and 
1897 when 
it 
m atured, and the 
m ajority had recommended an ex­ 
tension of 50 years in order to increase 
the Governm ent's security and get 
out of the Company everything it had 
in the way of security. 


TUB MAJORITY BILL 
Provided th at the company should 
give a plain, old fashioned contract 
mortgage on everything it possessed. 
There was in the treasury of the U n­ 
ion Pacific securities on branch lines 
am ounting to $22,000,000, and it was 
the intention of the bill to retain to 
the governm ent not only the equity 
rem aining in the property after the 
jaym ent after the paym ent of prior 
iens, but also all securities which the 
Union Pacific held in its branch lines. 
If that bill passed it would scoop in 
everything of value belonging to the 
Union Pacific and when the debtor 
gave all that he had in the way of se­ 
curity that was all th a t could be ex­ 
pected. 
PATTIBON’S REPORT ALLUDED TO. 
Turning his attention to Commis­ 
sioner Pattison’a 
m ajority 
report, 
witness said th a t it required more oi 
a lawyer than he (witness) was, to un­ 
derstand how Congress could forfeit a 
charter to the 
railroad 
company 
granted by the State and Territorial 
governments. 
He could not under­ 
stand how Pattison would forfeit the 
charters of the Pacific roads’ branch 
lines when Congress had nothing to 
do with the granting of these charters. 
W eber inquired w hat were the sub­ 
stantial reasons for granting more 
reasonable term s to the Central Pacific 
than to the Union Pacific. 
L ittler replied that it was not be­ 


cause these people were entitled to 
any consideration at the hands of 
Congress. 
He was here to represent 
tho Government. 
He woula, if a 
member of Congress, ignore for a 
time the crimes and shortcomings of 
these men, and would treat the debt 
as a business m atter and on business 
principles. 
He did not believe that 
the people of the country were crying 
for th e blodd of the managers so 
much as for ihe money tlioy owed the 
Government. 
Ho did not 
know 
whether the company would accept 
the provision requiring them to bring 
Buits against xheir former managers 
for malfeasance, but anv bill reported 
by any committee should include this 
provision. 
II was a m atter of no 
consequence w hether the Government 
gave the company 50 or 100 years. 
L'he Government h d money enough 
in the treasury at nreseiit, and found 
it impossible to keep the revenues 
down to the expenses. 


AFTER TH E RECESS, 
Littler said that he desired to reply 
to a question which had been ad­ 
dressed to him as to w hether the 
frauds committed in the manage­ 
m ent of the Pacific Railroad did not 
furnish a basis for the appointment 
of a receiver, and he thought that if 
those frauds did not furnish such 
basis, the right to a receiver existed 
independently 
any action on part of 
Congress, and N othing remained to 
be done, except for the Attorney- 
General to proceed with his appli­ 
cation. 


AN ADDRESS BY ANDERSON. 
Commissioner Anderson then ad­ 
dressed the commission. There were, 
lie said, two points of view from 
which to look at the Pacific railroad 
question. 
One was the moral ¿ques­ 
tion involved in the rem arkable m an­ 
agem ent and 
in some cases the 
crime 
of 
the 
directors 
of the 
road, and the other was a busi­ 
ness question of dollars and cents. 
It would not be becoming iu Congress, 
as the custodian of the honor of the 
country, to say that it would pay no 
attention to the former question and 
confine itself to the consideration oi 
the question of dollars and cents. 
While it was tho duty of the Gov­ 
ernm ent to see the law enforced’, no 
direct personal insult had been offered 
to the honor of the United States. 
The wrong done was not such as the 
Government should seek revauge for 
by the destruction of corporations, but 
it was the wrong done by individuals, 
who should be punished therefor. 
In 
the commission bill one of the terms of 
acceptance was th at the companies 
should give th e U nited States the 
right to bring suit iu the name of ‘.he 
corporations against the persons who 
hail com mitted the fraud. 
He was 
satisfied that the Union Pacific never 
made any trouble about the provis­ 
ion, because the adm inistration of 
th at road since 1884 had been abso­ 
lutely honest and fair. 
In regard to 


TH E CENTRAL PACIFIC, 
That was a hard nut to crack. 
He 
did not feel justified in saying th at 
the bill would be accepted by it. 
Looking a t th e question from its 
moral side, if it was the- object of the 
Government to 
punish 
the men 
who had stolen 
the 
money, 
it 
should pass a bill w ith a provision 
that 
the 
company attem pting 
it 
should give the right to sue the 
wrong-doers. 
He did not subscribe 
to the suggestion that the Government 
should settle with the Central Pacific 
on a 2 per cent, basis. 
H e did not 
think that Congress could afford to go 
before the country with two bills, one 
saying to the Union Pacific “ Your 
m anagement of recent years has been 
everything th a t could be desired, and 
we will make an extension on a 3 per 
cent, basis,” and one eaying to the 
Central Pacific “ You unm itigated set 
of scoundrels you have robbed from 
first to last and you have your hands 
to-day where they should not be, but 
we will 8eitlo with yon on a 2-per 
cent, basis.” Tho meeting then ad­ 
journed. 


8ECCLMBED TO THE SHOCK. 


Death of Jailor T allnian at Red­ 
w ood City* 


R e d w o o d C i t y , February 24.—Jailor 
Tallm an died to-day from the effects 
of the beating he received at the 
hands of the four tramps who broke 
jail on Saturday last. 
H e would 
make no aute-mortem statem ent, on 
account of not realizing his condition. 
He was a pioneer of this State and 
Nevada, and at the tim e of his death 
was 73 years of age. He has a nephew 
in Los Angeles. A tram p brought here 
from San Jose as one of the gang is 
not positively identified.

Theatre 
Changes Hands. 


INTERESTING REM INISCENCE8. 


The Lot On W hich it S tan d s Sold 
in 1845 fo r $145—T erm s of 


an Old C ontract.

F r a n c is c o , 
February 24.— 
Mrs. Kate McDonough, sister of the 
late millionaire, W. S. O ’Brien, has 
bought the California theatre prop­ 
erty for $127,000. 
Its present rental 
is $1150 per m onth. 
It is understood 
th a t the theatre will be remodeled on 
the plan of the hotel, Ituss House, so 
as to increase ttie rental. 
The old building has an eventful 
history. 
In 1867. a syndicate pur­ 
chased the site for the benefit of Law­ 
rence B arrett and John McCullough. 
The theatre was built a year later and 
next year was owned by B arrett and 
McCullough. 
They struggled along 
for a time, then failed and went East. 
Of late the theatre has been doing a 
fair business. 
W illiam 
C. 
Ralston, 
W illiam 
Sharou, C. N. Felton and H . P. Wade- 
leer, were am ong those who leased 
the present site for the benefit of 
Lawrence B arrett and 
John Mc­ 
Cullough. 
The lease was for twenty 
years, at a rental of $1000 per m onth, 
with the privilege of purchasing the 
lot at any time w ithin the life of the 
lessee for $130,000. 


QUITE A DIFFERENCE. 
The lot was formerly bought by 
Captain Hinckley in 1845 for $45. By 
the term s of the lease tho rent was to 
be paid in “ ounces of gold bullion in 
tho shape of gold bars, composed of 
HOO 
parts 
of 
pure 
gold, 
90 
parts of pure silver and 110 parts 
of pure copper.” 
For 
the 
use 
of the theater built in 1868, B arrett 
and McCullough were to pay $1500 
per month, w ith the privilege of free 
admissions. 
When McCullough and

Mr. Humphreys said that In his opinion 
the game was nothing more nor less than a 
game of faro, run by electricity, and was 
the most ingeniously gotten up game he 
had ever Been. 
The chances were far 
greater in favor of the manipulator of the 
machine than the buyer, and he thought 
that there waa a little law behind it, so as 
to protect it and act as a blind.

Thomas, of Little Rock, ArkauBaa, a prac­ 
tical 
fruit grower 
and editor of one 
of

In his Btatc. 
The 
varied 
and 
elab­ 
orate display at Riverside of fine apples 
of sixty distinct aud marked varieties at­ 
tracted, perhaps, as much attention as the 
finest exhibit of world-renowned Washing 
ton Navel oranges. The apples were not bo 
large as many of the California varieties, 
but it was noticed that they were firmer, 
more compact and of mnch finer coloring. 
In fac \ it ib acknowledged throughout the 
Unitea btates that no other btatc produces 
su apple superior to those of Arkausas, 
This wns settled In August, 18-»7, when 
Arkausas can led off the Wilder medal, the 
highest gift 
within the power of the 
American Pomological Association. The 
most striking quality of the apples exhib­ 
ited at Riverside was the deep coloring. 
Home were a golden yellow, others so dark 
a red as to appear almost black, and bo- 
tweon the two were a couple of score sin­ 
gularly marked. With a view of obtaining 
some information relative to the manner of 
propagating these popular and successful 
varieties, and also to call out the exhibit­ 
or's opinion of California as an1 apple 
Btato a IIekald representative called upon 
that genial gentleman at the Gienwood 
Hotel, at Riverside. 
Mr. Thomas is a 
typical Southern gentleman, which means 
clear-headed, unassuming, 
whole-souled 
aud a man who, once met, Js always re­ 
membered aud liked. 
Mr. Thomas cx- 
S eased himself as perfectly willtnz to 
bcuss the apple question. "In lact." said 
he, “It Is one of my favorite themes, and 
for fifteen years I have experimented in 
my own orohard with the fruii, and for a 
much longer period have been a close ob­ 
server of its progress in my btate.” 
"Every successful variety now grown In 
the State of Arkansas íb a seedling or devel­ 
oped from a seedling. I attribute our suc­ 
cess to this fact aloue. It seems to be tbo 
result ol accident rather than careful culti­ 
vation. Until recent years very little care 
has been bestowed o i orchards except to 
fdautthem . When the war broke out, our 
euces were burned and orchards were 
turned Into commons and allowed to 
«row up iu berry aud sassafras bushes, 
fnat wc considered choice grafted apple 
trees were left to die from neglect, but in 
their stead sprang up sturdy ana hardy seed­ 
lings which vied with the young oaks and 
other forest trees for supremacy. When tho 
bloody struggle w a s over our people returned 
to their homes, if such they could be called, 
rebuilt thoir humble dwellings, and as they 
fouud the sturdy seedliugs almost their ouly 
hope for fruit, they were allowed to grow, 
anu the brambles, weeds and brush were 
cleared 
away. 
What was the surprise,

most worthless produced a fruit equal 
aud in many iustauces far superior to tnat 
of the origiual orohard.

Thomas, there has been many 
criticisms ou our apples by eastern persons, 
claiming that the Calilornia apple has not 
the fine flavor of those grown In the East; 
what has b e * your observation on this 
point?" 
“ Well, sir. I feel confident the criticisms 
are well taken. I find you grow on an aver­ 
age larger apples than we do In my own 
Biate, but they are generally of a coarse 
toxturo, and in many Instances, especially 
with large varieties,the flavor is very iuferior. 
However, I have found the apples grown 
in the mountains and higher latitudes to be 
much batter than valley apples. A number 
of parties have told me that it was, and al­ 
ways would be an impossibility to produce 
a flue apple here, bat I am sure that is a 
mistake. I believe that between apples 
and oranges there will be ten dollars to one 
In favor of the former In the near future. 
Apples cau be generally grown almost all 
over the State, but oranges can only be 
grown at a profit In limited and t-ircum- 
scribed localities. An for the quality, there

There is not the least doubt but this cau be 
done though it may require Beveral years to 
propagate prolific hardy and desirable va­ 
rieties. As for peaches, plums, pears, apri­ 
cots, grapes, small fruits and benics, it ap­ 
pears you have all that is necessary to in­ 
sure the success of any one of them though 
they might aud doubtless will be greatly 
Improved by cultivation and experimental 
growing."

California the Place for 
All W ho Desire Work. 


COMPARISON OK WAGES PAID. 


An 
Interestin g 
R eport of the 
Committee of the State Board 
of Trade.

The following report of the Committee on 
Labor and Statistics of the 8tate Hoard of 
Trade has been received: 
Mr. I ’h r s w k n t , 
Yonr committee beg to present the follow­ 
ing report: 
We know of no place whe-e the man who 
aeeki employment can do better than in 
California. 
The buccess of men who toil 
depends largely on the three questions of. 
first, steady employment; second, good 
wages; third, cheap living. 
Steady employment Is all important. The 
opportunities that laborers have in Califor­ 
nia to get work, and the facilities for doing 
the work they have, make this the best 
place for the bread-winner to live in. 
In 
tliis State, in almost every field of industry 
where bkllled or unskilled labor is cm- 
Bloyed, the workor gets a fair reward; for 
le labor market of California, and espe­ 
cially in tne Inteifor and among the farm­ 
ing community, has never yet been fully 
supplied. 
Owing to the salubrity oi our 
climate a man can work more days In the 
year and accomplish more in a given uum 
her of days than in any other place, for the 
heat is never oppressive or the cold severe. 
H it be true a man can work here more 
dayB than elsewhere, he necessarily re­ 
ceives more wages, because the employer 
can alford to purchase 
labor the year 
around If tho work can be well done and 
seasonably Jone, in winter as well as in 
summer. There is nothing in the climate 
of California to prohibit even farm work 
from being done during all the winter 
months. 
Then we submit that as steady employ­ 
ment is of the firBt importance to the man 
who must work, eveu at the wages paid 
elsewhere, he can earn more and save more 
here. 
The bricklayer in California can work 
at bis trade at least ten months In the year; 
the plasterer can work every day In the 
year—cold weather never impedes or Inter­ 
fere with the exerciso of his trade. The car- 
pcutera aud builders construct houses in 
all our cities and towns the year round, and 
although during the rainy season they may­ 
be obliged to atop work for a week at a time 
(If the building is not inclosed), yet as a 
rule, building goes on in California from 
one year's end to the other without any 
perm anentor marked InteriniBslon. 
The farmers in California commence 
Blowing the moment the rain falls, say in 
ovomber, and plows aud sows until his 
grain is all in, say in February. 
Then if he 
nas a vineyard or an orchard, ne commences 
to prune and cultivate, and continues to 
Slow and cultivate until about the time 
aylng and harvesting begins, which is in 
May. From that time on he harvests his 
fruit, hay and graiu until the last of Octo­ 
ber. Rata never iujures his crop or stops 
his work. 
It will thus be observed that the laborer 
who does any portion of his work out­ 
doors has more time to do it in California 
than in any other part of the United States. 
The farmer has more time to sow his grain 
and a longer time to securely hurvest it 
than in any other place in the world. Thi 
is attributable to the fact that wo have no 
severe winters or heavy frosts, and that 
the snmmer is rainless aud warm with cool 
nights. Tobe exact, our winter is simply a 
a rainstorm and our snrnmer is rainless. 


WAGES. 
r , 
Tho wages of unskilled farm bands in 
| I 
California, Is from $20 to $Ü0 a month. 
Tne average wages Ik $1 a day and board. 
This includes tea months of the year. The 
other two mouths of the year, during the 
harvesting, the same man gets from $1.50 
to $2.50 a day and board. 
Lumbermen and loggers receive from $40 
“ to $90 a month and board, depending on 
what they do. Mechanics in every branch 
oi skilled labor receive in California from 
$3 to $0 a day. 
I have been Informed by the officers In 
oharge of the railroad shops at Sacramento, 
where nearly 2000 men are employed, that 
the mechanics aud other employés there 
receive from $2.50 to $5 a day, depending 
on tho department they work in and their 
ability to do. 
It is stated by the heads of the Educa­ 
tional Departments in this btate that the 
avenge salaries 
p»id female 
teachers 
throughout the Btate 1b from $00 to $85 per 
month. As a rule they board themselves. 
Girls as house servants receive from $20 to 
$30 a month and board. Good teamsterH 
are never paid less than fiom $25 to $40 a 
month. 
And the demand for all of the 
above classes of labor has never yet been 
folly m et 
PR IC E OF LABOR EABT. 
The most instructive lessons-as to the ad- 
vantagesof our State over any other Btate 
H)f the Union, relative to the labor question, 
can be obtained by comparing the prices 
paid for labor in other States of the Union 
\ with the prices here, the amount of time in 
‘ each year that the laborer hero and there 
can work, the opportunities to get work in 
the two sections and the priceB paid for liv­ 
ing here and there. 
In New York, Boston and Philadelphia, 
wages of skilled laborers in all the various 
trades practiced in these cities average from 
10 to 3o per ceat less than they do in Cali­ 
fornia and eacept only in large factories 
these skilled laborers cannot get work at 
their trades but a part of the year. 
It was officially reported by the heads of 
some of the industrial societies in tho East 
th atca penters did not average to work 
more than seven or eight months in the 
year; plasterers not over six months of tho 
year; bricklayers not to exceed six or seven 
months of the year, and it Is a well known 
fact that farm bauds only getemployment, 
as a rule, from six to eight months of the 
year. 
learn from official sources that In all 
1great Ceutral and Northern Status of the 
r 
ion, farm laborers receive not to exceed 
* 
ta $14 to $20 a month for a term of six 
tot eight months of tho year, in the Southern 
States labor Is not near so high. 
Female 
house-servauts get from $8 to $12 a month 
throughout New England and in the Central 
States of tho Union receive only from $10 to 
$50 a month, and that for but a part of the 
year. Not one of the above list of tollers has 
contlnuons employment except tho house- 
servants and factory employees. 
Tnere is a large class of people working In 
factories in New England, New York and 
Pennsylvania, who mostly work by tne 
piece, and who have continuous employ­ 
ment, but they labor for Buch small wages 
that contlnous employment, as a rule, only 
serves to give them continuous bread. 
CUBAP LIVIN G. 
California is especially a food-producing 
country. The supply of all the bread-stuttk, 
fruits, meat aud fish far exceeds the de­ 
mand. The result Is that most of tho foods 
are cheaper In Ban Francisco by from 10 to 
50 per cent, than in any other seaport town 
of the United States. 
Good mears are cheaper in Ban Francisco, 
according to 
the published schedules 
of prices, than they are in New York 
by 30 per cent. Fruits are cheaper in 
Francisco than anywhere in any of the 
large cities of the Eastern States bv over 
GO per cent. Thus it will be notea Cali­ 
fornia furnishes the necessaries of life 
cheaper than any other State of the Union, 
excepting possibly Oregon. 
• 
To show the condition of the laboring 
classes of California, we refer to the re­ 
port of the Bank Commissioners of this 
Htate, in which it appears there are on de- 
osit in the banks of savings lu California, 
,02,000.000. The populaiiou of our Bute 
at this tim e does not exceed 1,150,000. 
The population of the whole Union has 
been estimated at 65,000,000 of people. By 
returns from the proper authorities it ap­ 
pears there are less than $1,200,000,000 in 
all the savings banks of our country. It 
wlllthuBbe seen that California has one- 
twentieth of all the mo«ey deposited in the 
aavlngs 
banks 
in 
the 
country, 
and yet our population Is |only about 
one fifty-sixth of the population of the 
whole nation. 
And although this is a new 
country, and Isolated from the great popu­ 
lous and monetary centers of the world, yet 
our laboring people—those who make de­ 
malta in saviug8 banks and 
belr toll—are better off by a v 
han any other like number ol 
Jnited States or in the world. 
Our products here ai e ao varied, and the 
lines of labor so many, tbat the opportuni­ 
ties for every m an and woman who wishes 
to toll to get remunerative employment sur­ 
pass any other place within our knowledge. 
In this connection, and to add to what has 
been already said, we may observe tbat as 
grain is sown at a different season in this 
1Ute than in any other Slate In the Union, 
and that harvesting continued for a muoh 
longer period here than elsewhere, the in­ 
terval between the sowing of the grain and 
the harvesting cf it is so large that the In 
tsrmedlate time is filled up and more than 
filled up by the use of labor in tho great and 
growing industry of horticulture and viti­ 
culture. 
To repeat, our grain fields are sown and 
cultivated in the winter months. Our or- 
obardsend vineyards ate cultivated during 
the m onths of March. April and May. Our

harvesting and haying ara done chiefly 
during the months of Jane, July and Au­ 
gust, while our via tags la carried on during 
tke m ot rtu of September and October.

most rat Idly. The unquestioned salubrity 
of our climate and our freedom from ma­ 
larial diseases gives to the laboring man a 
greater certainty aud stronger probability 
of continued health 
and 
the 
physi­ 
cal ability to work than In any other 
place. Add the further fact that men of 
families require less fuel here to supply 
tbelr homes and less clothing to sc ure 
warmth to their children, makes California 
the most attractive place on the globe for s 
poor man to live in. 
, 
, 
Our productions arc so varied, the estab­ 
lishment of new industries are bo rapidly 
Increasing that the chances for a roor man 
to establish a businen for himself and his 
family are greater then In most countries. 
For be it known that the public lands of 
this nation are nearly all occupied, so that 
now when one undertakes to make a home 
of his own, or build up a business for him­ 
self, he must do it outside of the generosity 
of the nation or the liberalty of the land 
laws of the country. 
The great ranches of California are now 
‘being divided up aud sold in small parcels, 
and on long time and liberal terms, so that 
men of small means can find favorable In­ 
vestments for the little they now have, and 
for the accumulation they hope to have In 
the future. Small fruit farms pay in Cali­ 
fornia. because more fruit, and, as a rule, 
better fruit, is produced from the same 
amount of land here, and by a like amount 
of labor than anywhere else. 
In conclusion we say: If a genial climate, 
a fertile soil, suiuiy sales, a balmy, health- 
giving atmosphere, and scenery of unsur­ 
passed beauty are useful and attractive to 
any inan, they ought to be to the man who 
lives in their presence, ho who toils.

An Effort to Educate Them lu 
India. 
The meeting of the W. C. T. U., held at 
Trinity M. E. Church yesterday afternoon, 
was one of unusual interest, Mrs. M. E. 
Garbutt read a paper in which Bhe stated 
that the principal points of her subject 
were takeu from the book of Pundlta Rama- 
bal, a high caste woman of India, who Is 
now in the United Btates for the purposo of 
establishing a school for the education of 
child widows In India. It is desired to 
raise

city. 
Ramabai 
circles have been 
formed 
In 
various 
parts of the couutry. Dr. E. Hale, Mrs. 
Russell of Boston, and other prominent 
persons of Boston are engaged in pushing 
this matter. The following are a few ex­ 
tracts from Mrs. Garbutt’s 
paper: 
The 
mother is queen of the son's household. 
She wields great power there and is usually 
ibeved by tne sons and daughters-in-law. 
itill in the laws of m a n u the lowest passions 
are imputed to woman, and she is regarded 
as Impure as falsehood itself. 
Widow­ 
hood is the most dreaded period in a 
high caste woman’s Ufe. It Is regarded as a 
punishment for a crime committed in her 
former existence upon earth. If the widow 
be the mother of sonB, she is looked upon 
with more leniency. The childless widow 
is regarded as the greatest criminal upon 
whom neaveu's judgment has pronounced 
For a 
long 
time 
the 
Suttee 
right 
of 
self 
Immolation 
of 
widows 
upon 
their 
husband's 
funeral 
pile 
was the dreadful custom among these peo­ 
ple. This custom was abolished In 1»44. 
When a husband dies the woman is de­ 
prived of her gold and silver ornaments. 
Shem u-tw e r single coarse garments, eat 
only one meal in twenty-four hours, uever 
take part in f&mllv feasts or jubilees uor 
show ners?lf on auspicious occasions. It is 
considered unlucky for h man or woman to 
seo the face of a widow before see­ 
ing 
any other 
object in 
the morn­ 
ing. 
The 
relatives 
and 
neigh bo s 
of 
the 
young 
widow's husband 
are 
always ready to call her bad names, and 
there is scarcely a day of her life but that 
she is cursed by them as bclogthe causo of 
their beloved friend’s death. The present 
degradation of the Hindoo Nation is largely 
the result of keeping woman In iguorauce 
and dependence. Fundita Ramabai con­ 
cludes that they need three things—first, self 
reliance; second, education; third, native 
women teachers. The report of the educa­ 
tional convention of 1883 says that of the 
09.700,000 women and girls directly under 
British rule, 09,500,000 are unable to read 
and write. The school peiiod of a girl is 
between the years of 7 and 10; she is then 
given In marriage.

formed with a fee of one dollar per year for 
ten years. Mrs. Dr. Wilcox, of St. Louis, 
followed iu some pertinent remarks, con­ 
trasting the dretB of the ignorant Hindoo 
and tho enlightened Christian woman.

the reason thereof, to attend all sessions of 
the Board, and Inform them at each session 
of the condition of the public schools, 
school houses, school fund, and other mat­ 
ters oonnec ted therewith, and recommend 
auch measures as he may deem necessary 
for the advancement of education in the 
city, to acquaint himself with all the laws, 
rules and regulations governing the public 
aohools lu said city, and the judicial de­ 
cisions thereon and give advice connected 
with tbe pnbltc sshools, gratuitously, to 
officers, teachers, pupils, and their parents 
and guardiaaa.
